A cigar or cigarette thoughtlessly 
thrown into a straw-covered Barn­ 
yard by a passing motorist is be­ 
lieved to have been responsible for a 
Are which destroyed the barn on the 
farm of 
Ravmond 
Dunlap, near 
W ellsville. Wednesday afternoon at 
3:15 o’clock, with a loss estimated at 
$3,500 
All of the season’* crops, the hog 
lien and chicken house also were 
consumed by tile flames, but the 
livestock and most of the machin­ 
ery was saved, 
The barnyard faces the W ells­ 
ville road, and the blase was first 
discovered in the straw there, lend­ 
ing support to the theory that a 
passing motorist flicked a cigar or 
cigarette into the straw' while driv­ 
ing along the nearby highway. 
Wife Sees Flames 
Mrs. Dunlap saw the flames from 
the second floor of the house. 
Mr 
Dunlap was In the orchard picking 
apples at the time 
Mrs Dunlap 
hurried to the home of George Bald­ 
win. a neighbor, where a call was 
turned in for the Biglerville fire 
company. 
Neighbors, who reached the Dun­ 
lap farm before the flames reached 
the barn succeeded in removing two 
mules, one cow and four hogs from 
the barn and hog pen. Most of the 
machinery was taken from the burn­ 
ing structure. 
Included in the crops that burned 
were IOO bushels of wheat. 200 bush­ 
els of corn, 50 bushels of rye and 
twelve tons of hay. together with a 
iar«e quantity of straw in the barn­ 
yard 
The 
barn, 
a 
frame 
structure, 
measured 30 by 4H feet

pen and chicken house were so near 
the bani that it was impossible to 
to save them. 'Hie wind was blow­ 
ing away from the house at the 
time, and it was not in danger The 
fire, however, was swept into a corn 
field by a strong w md and burned 
about eight corn shocks before it 
was brought under control.

Chicago <AP>.—Time was when 
first editions of America s "house­ 
hold 
poets’’-—Longfellow, 
Holmes, 
Whittier, Lowell and Bryant—were 
to be picked up for a pittance in 
the bins of every second hand book­ 
store. 
For a time it was the cry of the 
modernists 
that 
these 
American 
"literary immortals” were outmod­ 
ed. 
Now, however, first editions—by 
the men whose life and works have 
been studied in 
every 
American 
school—have leaped Into the fore­ 
front of eagerly sought Americana. 
Ranking Volumes 
Certain famous volumes, such as 
"Snowbound,” 
and 
"Evangeline,” 
and "The Autocrat at the Breakfast 
Table,” bld fair to rank among the 
leaders 
in 
desirable 
American 
books. 
A copy of a 
first 
edition 
of 
"Evangeline,” published in Boston 
in 1847, is offered for $350 in a 
recent catalogue. 
"Ultima Thule," 
is listed at $150. 
Whittier's "Snowbound,” his fa­ 
mous poem, fetches in the neigh­ 
borhood of $300, if it is the 1866 
Boston edition, of the first issue 
and with the last page numbered 52 
Holmes' prose, rather than his 
poems, are the most valuable to 
first edition collectors. 
The green 
cloth edition of

LOUD AS LION'S 


Science 
Figures 
Out 
How 
Noisy Homes And 
Trucks Are. 


By Howard VV. Blakcslff 
New York (AP*.—A few' scientific J 
tests by the New York City noise , 
abatement commission show that 
modern man has set up a bellow 
worse than primitive m ans most 
terrific sound—the lion’s roar. 
The lion’s roar measures, in cold 
scientific terms, 87 decibels, 87 times 
the sound that can barely be heard. 
A Bengal tiger rates 75. 
But about 40 per cent of auto 
horns rate at 101 decibles, one point 
even above riveting with an even 
IOO. 
Subways. 
blasting, 
steamboat 
whistles and elevated trains all out- 
roar the lion. 
Motor trucks hold 
him exactly even. 
Steam shovels, street cars, police 
whistles 
and 
"noisy" 
passenger 
automobiles, though beneath the 
lion, yet outscreech the Bengal tiger. 
And all of them outdo thunder 
three miles distant. 
New York's voice at Forty-eighth 
street and Eighth avenue roars at a 
steady 53 to 63. a rate typical of 
many cities. 
Though the ciy roar does not in­ 
spire the terror ®f the lion's voice, 
medical men on the commission 
presented facts to prove that it 
causes 
some 
deafness, 
increases 
blood pressure and pulse rate, pro­ 
duces irregular heart rhythm, in­ 
creases brain pressure, accounts for 
some of the fatigue at the day's end, 
slows the fingers of girl typists and 
interferes seriously with develop­ 
ment of babies and children. 
There is a striking explanation for 
all this harm. 
Turn again to the 
scientific figures, and instead of 
dectble ratings read the noises in 
terms of intensity, as measured by 
electrical instruments. 
The intensity leaps from IO to 20 
billion while the loudness in decibels 
Is going from IO to IOO. 
Take the intensity for the home 
which rates 30 decibels 
The home 
sound intensity is 1,000, 
But the lion's roar is 170.000 times 
the intensity of the home. No won­ 
der primitive man may have quailed 
No wonder stout hearted moderns 
are harmed physically by the babel 
of voices their traffic has created, 
voices beside which the lion s roar 
—in intensity—is flute-like, voices 
that are just ten million tunes as 
intense as the sounds in a home. 
To reduce this racket the commis­ 
sion says will require a long edu­ 
cational campaign, but that there 
are numerous details which can be 
put into immediate practice,
